ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE YE.-iR  1966 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hucknall  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

1966  will  come  to  be  recognized  in  the  future  as  the  year  in  which  Hucknall 
Urban  District  Council  took  a major  step  forward  in  further  minimizing  the  health 
risks  to  its  citizens  from  air  pollution  by  agreeing  to  implement  the  requirements 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 

In  villages  and  towns  throughout  the  country,  which  for  generations  have  lived 
with  coal  mining  within  their  boundaries  as  the  corner  stone  of  their  livelihood, 
rather  naturally  tend  to  become  bound  by  very  close  and  often  emotional  links  to  the 
tough,  dangerous  and  demanding  industry  of  whose  presence  they  are  daily  reminded,  by 
the  pit  head  machinery  and  adjacent  slag  heaps.  These  man  made  monuments  are  to 
the  Energy  Twins  of  Coal  and  Steam,  Any  threat,  real  or  imagined  to  that  industry  or 
directly  to  their  economic  well  being,  must  rightly  be  viewed  with  the  gravest 
suspicion.  But  we  have  moved  from  the  steam  age  to  the  space  age  almost  suddenly, 
and  just  as  today  we  would  not  tolerate  open  sewage  running  through  our  streets,  now 
we  are  no  longer  prepared  to  permit  aerial  sewage  to  float  through  our  air  space, 
where  for  so  long  it  has  been  contaminating  our  buildings  our  clothes  and  our  lungs 
and  this  is  not  even  taking  into  account  the  cost  to  each  one  of  us  in  cleaning, 
repairing  and  above  all  in  suffering. 

The  era  of  Coal  and  Steam  is  being  left  further  and  further  behind,  and  with  it 
the  dirt  and  grime,  physical  penalties,  heartbreaks,  and  trials  and  tribulations 
which  will  always  be  associated  with  the  age  when  Coal  was  King, 

That  it  will  continue  to  play  a valuable  part  in  our  economy  for  generations  to  come 
there  is  no  doubt,  and  as  science  and  modern  technology  continue  to  reduce  the 
physical  hazards  involved  in  winning  it,  so  also  will  it  be  revealed  that  it  is  much 
to  precious  to  burn  "raw"  in  domestic  fireplaces  and  too  dangerous  to  use  untreated. 

It  is,  therefore,  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  Clean  Air  Act  when  fully 
implemented  will  be  one  of  the  greatest  steps  forward  in  the  history  of  Public  Health, 
finally  bestowing  on  all,  the  triple  basic  safeguards  to  health  yet  so  much  taken 
for  granted,  a pure  water  supply,  piped  sewage  and  clean,  fresh  air. 

Continuing,  with  a mention  of  some  of  the  main  vital  statistics,  in  1966  there 
was  a downward  dip  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  20.1  per  thousand  in  I965  to  17,8  per 
thousand  in  1966,  This  represents  in  figures  50  less  births  than  in  the  previous 
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year.  The  Death  Rate  remains  the  same  at  9.9  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
death  rate  is  below  the  National  average  for  England  and  '/ales  which  shows  a figure 
of  11*5  per  thousand  and  a National  average  birth  rate  of  18o0  per  thousand* 

Very  regretably  an  8 year  sequence  free  from  maternal  deaths,  was  endec!  by 
the  notification  of  the  death  of  one  mother  in  hospital,  shortly  after  the  birth 
of  her  child.  This  always  must  remain  as  a tradgedy  of  the  first  order  which 
becomes  all  the  more  difficult  to  bear  after  the  elapse  of  8 years  fre^  from  such  a 
poignant  event.  Otherwise  the  most  frequent  cause  of  death  is  Heart  and 
Circulatory  Disease  91,  followed  by  Neoplasms  of  various  organs  45,  with  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  next  accounting  for  39  deaths  from  a total  cf  254 
overall* 

There  is  some  encouragement  in  noting  that  the  infant  mortality,  i.e.,  Deaths 
under  one  year,  fell  from  a figure  of  14  in  1965  to  a total  of  9 in  1966. 

Tuberculosis  other  than  respiratory  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  one  death  and 
there  was  notification  of  one  case  of  Respiratory  Tubercle,  each  of  which  is  a 
reminder  that  this  disease  still  exists  as  a threat,  emphasizing  as  with  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough  the  paramount  need  to  maintain  a high  level  of  immunization 
amongst  the  children. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Home  "Springfield”  Robin  Hood  Drive,  Hucknall  for 
aged  and  infirm  persons  by  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  also  merits  mention  in  the 
report  for  1966,  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  Census  for  1961  showed  that  the  numbers 
of  one  person  households  containing  persons  of  pensionable  age  in  Hucknall  amounted 
to  96  with  a male  at  65  and  over  and  498  with  a female  at  65  and  over,  these  figures 
tend  to  show  the  size  and  potential  of  the  problem  which  the  opening  of  the  new 
home  will  at  least  alleviate  with  its  42  female  and  9 male  beds.  The  problem  of 
aged  persons  living  alone  is  an  increasing  and  almost  unsurmountable  one  at  the 
present  time.  Most  of  them  suffer  immensely  from  sheer  lonelness,  many  of  them  from 
some  degree  of  infirmity,  often  coming  to  the  notice  of  the  Local  Authority  only  when 
they  become  unmobile  and  their  General  Practitioners  find  it  difficult  or  almost 
impossible  to  get  them  into  hospital. 

There  are  not  enough  beds,  not  enough  Staff  and  not  enough  money  available. 

It  would  seem  that  if  you  are  aged,  suffering  from  a certain  degree  of  infirmity 
or  handicap,  without  relatives  or  friends  and  living  alone  and  non»ambulant  in  the 
vernacular  nobody  wants  to  know,  till  finally  in  the  last  resort  action  under  Section 
47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  brings  the  final  degradation,  forceable  uprooting 
from  their  home  and  finally  release  in  death  from  sheer  despair. 

One  almost  feels  that  like  Smallpox,  loneliness  should  be  made  notifiable  then 

at  least  we  would  know  where  the  cases  lie  and  take  steps  to  remedy  the  situation. 

From  Dickens  time  the  pendulum  has  swung  until  now  it  is  very  many  of  the  aged 
and  not  the  children  who  are  oppressed  and  depressed,  socially  and  economically  by 
an  affluent  society,  for  which  they  helped  lay  the  foundation  stones,  which  has 
prolonged  their  lives,  yet  condemns  them  only  an  existence  in  frugal  isolation. 
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There  are  priorities,  there  always  have  been  and  moreover  always  will  be,  but  the 
old  should  not  be  made  to  stand  in  a queue. 

Dr.  T.  F.  Haynes  was  appointed  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1966  and 
took  up  her  duties  with  Hucknall  Urban  District  Council  in  February,  1966, 

Finally  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  Staff,  for  their  ungrudging  help  and  cheerful  co-operation,  despite  the 
increasing  demands  upon  their  time  as  a result  of  new  legislation. 

To  the  nursing  Staff  of  the  County  lie  If  are  Clinic  and  Dr.  Margetts  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  continued  assistance  at  all  times  and  to  the 
members  of  Hucknall  Urban  District  Council,  the  Clerk  and  Chief  Officers  for  their 
guidance  and  encouragement  through  an  eventful  year.

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles,  blankets  etc.,  and  an 
ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants  requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  The 
midwife  accompanies  the  infant  on  the  journey  to  hospital. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at  home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when  required. 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  available  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of 
any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  ill,  aged  or  a child  not 
over  compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  this  service  is  4s.  6d. , per  hour,  but 

where  the  recipient  is  unable  ro  afford  this  standard  charge,  the  County  Council's  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  applied. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  a total  of  seventy-two  Home  Helps  employed  on  the 
joint  district  of  Hucknall  and  Eastwood,  forty-four  of  whom  are  available  for  Service 
in  Hucknall  Urban  District. 

Cases  in  need  of  help  should  be  reported  to  the  District  Office,  County  Health 
Clinic,  Watnall  Road,  Hucknall  (Telephone  Hucknall  3596).  It  is  particularly  important 
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that  expectant  mothers  wishing  to  book  a Home  Help  for  their  confinements  should  do  so 
at  an  early  date  in  order  that  adequate  arrangements  may  be  made.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 

for  the  year  1966 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hucknall  Urban  District  Council 

Mr,  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1966,  a year  in  which  more  Slum 
Clearance  work  was  undertaken.  The  last  of  our  large  areas  was  inspected  and 
representation  made  involving  52  houses  in  George  Street,  Annesley  Road  and  Allen 
Street.  Five  small  areas  were  dealt  with  in  Chapel  Street,  Whyburn  Street,  Lambert  Hill, 
Quarry  Street  and  Beardall  Street  involving  34  houses,  and  an  individual  demolition 
order  was  made  in  respect  of  No.  188  Beardall  Street.  A few  tenants  were  rehouses  from 
these  dwellings  during  the  year,  but  the  majority  will  be  moving  to  the  redeveloped 
Byron  Street/Truman  Street  site  during  1967.  Of  the  original  houses  earmarked  in  1954 

for  Slum  Clearance  only  17  dwellings  remained  to  be  scheduled  by  the  end  of  1966. 

The  administration  of  improvement  grants  was  transferred  to  the  Health  Department 

at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  a total  of  ninety-five  applications  were  received  for 

grants.  Twenty-one  of  these  were  in  respect  of  tenanted  houses  in  the  Charles  Street/ 
Beech  Avenue  area  which  was  surveyed  the  previous  year. 

A survey  of  Montague  Road  revealed  that  only  six  of  the  thirty-three  tenanted 
properties  were  equiped  with  the  full  standard  amenities.  It  is  hoped  that,  with  the 
aid  of  improvement  grants  the  remainder  can  be  brought  up  to  modern  requirments. 

It  was  decided  to  commence  work  on  the  Smoke  Control  programme  and  inspections  of 
the  houses  in  the  Salterford  Road/Misk  area  were  commenced  during  December.  It  is  our 
intention  to  carry  out  fireplace  adaptations  during  the  summer  of  1967  and  the  order  will 
operate  from  1st  December,  1967. 

We  are  bound  to  encounter  some  opposition  to  this  Smoke  Control  project  as  we 

proceed  with  it  throughout  the  town  but,  in  spite  of  this  we  are  sure  it  will  be  worth 

all  the  expense  and  effort  involved.  I cannot  see  why  people  who  demand  clean  food  to 
eat,  and  clean  water  to  drink  should  not  insist  on  reasonably  pure  air  to  breathe. 

The  refuse  collection  service  proceeded  efficiently  and  a seven  day  collection  was 
maintained  with  the  exception  of  short  periods  following  statutory  holidays.  The 
collectors  have  certainly  done  a good  job,  and  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced 
through  shortage  of  labour.  Tipping  continued  on  the  Wigwam  Lane  site  throughout  the 
year.  Trespass  and  vandalism  gives  rise  to  anxiety  from  time  to  time  but  one  has  to 

accept  this  as  the  usual  hazard  of  life  in  the  sixties.
